rotary Grant and Brig.-Gen. Flagler 
had an audience with Secretary Foster 
In which they renewed their protest 
agalnat taking possession of Bandy 
Book for quarantine purposes. They 
argued that it would parallzo military 
operations on the Hook and lay the 
entire country round about liable to 
Infection. Secretary Foster made ocv 
oral vigorous and characteristic re- 
mark*, and the interview terminated 
abruptly without results. 


Among other points which the secre- 


tary made In reply to the war depart- 
ment officials was that the stopping of 
military operations was a very insig- 
nificant 
matter aa compared with 


stopping the inroads ol cholera, and 
that while the occupation of Sandy 
Hook might affect a few hundred, or 
perhaps a thousand 
people around 


thoro, it would bo of groat benefit to 
tlni country at largo, and ha (Secretary 
Foster) was acting for the American 
people. 


Assistant Secretary of War Grant 


says nothing has been received at the 
department indicating an intention on 
the part ot the state board of health of 
New Jorany to sustain their protest 
against the. use of Sandy Hook as a 
quarantine station by an oral presenta- 
tion, as It was stated In a dispatch from 
Trenton would bo done. Nothing has 
boon received additional to the protest 
of Friday night last, and thn depart- 
ment officials consider that the opinion 
of the attorney general given to tho 
preiildont gundy .of tho effect at tho 
law of IMA practically disposes of tho

The mayor and all tbe aldermen wero 
resent. 
Aloerman W. A. Holman of the first 


ward presented a lengthy resolution

o be a proper filter, and recommendii g 
mt a filter be purchased and put in 
peration. By the terms of the resoln- 
on the city clerk is authorized to adver- 
se for bide for an engine with a capacity 
t pumping 3,000,000 gallons of water 
very 21 hours and for a filter that will 
arify that amount ot water each day. 
h« bids will include necessary build- 


ings, etc. 


The vote on the adoption ottheresoln- 
on was unanimous. 
It is thought the 


mprovement will cost $20,000 to $80,000. 
The filter will be built on the slope north 


t the water works. 
The New York Filter Manufacturing 
ompany invited the city council, the 
tsyor, City Engineer Burgess (Bud 
Engineer Burnett to visit Elgin, 111., and 
lavenport, Iowa, to inspect filters in 
naaessfnl operation in the cities named.

CONDITION OP JAILS. 


They are Reported to be Better 


them Kver Before in the State. 


J. W. Whipp, assistant secretary of the 


•tat* board of charities, has completed a 
tour of inspection ot the county jails and 
almshonsee of the state, occupying sev- 
eral months. He cays, in a general way, 
that the condition of both the jails and 
almshouses is better than ever before 
The paupers nf the state are, almost 
without exception, well fed and well 
oared for generally, Mr. Whipp flnde 
that there is ample room for improvoment 
in a large number ot jails. The Alexan- 
der county jail, tor instancy, is in ihe 
basement of the court house, and during 
the high water period the prisoners bad 
to wadA through the water knee deep if 
they occupied the jail at all. Pope coun- 
ty's jail never has a fire in it the year 
around. In Henderson oonnty the jail 
is in the basement ot the poorhonse, and 
is damp and cold; it has only artificial 
light. In Clinton oonnty the jail is a 
poor one; a suit for 85,000 damages 
against the oonnty la now pending for a 
oase of rheumatism ^contracted by one of 
its prisoners. DeWitt oonnty has a poor 
jail, bat it is empty most of the time. 
Among the other counties having poor 
iails are Woodtord, Mason, Iroquois, 
Clay, Boons, Kendall, Biohland, Brown, 
3tark, Maseao, Pnlaski, Putnam, Cum- 
berland, Saline, Kankakee, Lake, Law- 
rence and Maoonpin. 


In Cook oonnty the number of pris- 


oners committed during the year 1891 
was 4380. The county outride of Cook 
having tbe largest number of prisoners 
is Sangamon, in which there were com- 
mitted during the year 1298, of which 
300 were tramps. 


NO TIDINGS YET. 


Sheriff Perl Still Looking tor the 
Escaped Burglars. 


Sheriff Perl has had no special grief to 


worry him in tbe discharge ot his official 
duties since tbe burglars, Bell, Smith 
and Beed, got ont of jail with Francis. 
The recapture ot Francis afforded the 
sheriff a large degree of satisfaction. He 
would have felt like throwing up the job 
ot jailor and sheriff had the safe-blower 
made his escape. Now Mr. Perl is try- 
ing his level best to catch the thieves at 
liberty. He is neing all ot the approved 
methods by seeding ont descriptive cards 
to all parts of the country.

The injared were brought to Lincoln 


two hoars after the accident in a cattle- 
oar and sent to the hoopital, private resi- 
dences, and hotels.
